It is hardly necessary to put on record a
warning against a delusion so palpable as that
on which Wall street builds its happiness. So
{ar fromn being & matter of exultation, the ex-
traordinary ease which distingnishes the
money market is one of the worst symptoms of
our financial position and of the stagnation
ander which the industry of the country suf-
fers. The primary canse of the abundance of
currency is the inability of its owners to find

But his weak apologists attempt to lay the
blame on the President, on the Treasury
agents, and on the rascals who practise the
frauds. The President will be to blame if he
does not remove the Becretary, now that the
faots are known to him—that s, if he has the
power. At all events it is his tiuty to lay the
matter before Congress, and to do what he oan
to stop such wholesale robbery of the Govern-
ment. The Sm-mtnry, and not the President,
administers the affairs of the Treasury. We
hold him responsible for the conduct of his
agents or snbordinates; for he seleots them in
the first place, can remove for canse, and it is
hig duty to keep a vigilant eye over all. He
is inexcusable. Then, as to smugglers, per-
Jurers, and robbers of the revemus in every
way, there are laws to punish them, and if he
did his duty in bringing them to punishment
Le would soon stop the frands. It is all bosh

rofitable use for it in the legitimate channsla
of industry and business. Manufacturing en.
torprise i5 at & stand-still. Trade is dull. And
though great expectations prevail in reference
1o the harvest, it must be remembered that the
Tabor of the Southern Southern States is dis-
organizéd, and that the failure to reconstruct
their levees involves greal injury to some of
their most important crops. These ofrcum-
piances explain the flow of capital to Wall
gtreet. But for them it wonld have beneflaial
employment in the direction of material pro-
ductiveness. Its idleness is a sign of evil
days, and no amount of speculation in stocks
can make it otherwise,

The eass is rendered worse by the connec-
{lon that exists between the over-abundance of
currency and the recent modiflcation of Mr.
McCullooh’s financial policy. The announoce-
anent that the progress of reducing the public
debt is likely to be stayed, and that for a time
nt least the contraction of the carrency iz to
be suspended, operated like a charm npon the
gpeculative fraternity, To them it was a
pledge of renswed wvitality. To all besides it
was equivalent to a confession that the de-
pressed state of the country forbids the pro-
secution of measures that are essantial to its
gafety. Not to reduce the debt is to proclaim
a diminution of revenue, which again is a cer-
tain indication that busineds is unprosparous.
And a pauss in the contraction of the currency
implies as well the diseased condition of na-
tional finance as the prolonged suffering which
attends inflation. It is clear that wers we
marching steadily towards the resnmption of
specie payments, currency would not aconmu-
late in bank vaults at the present rate. From
which it follows that the renewed speculation \
in stocks is the result of national misfortune,
2ot of national wealth. |

On what tenable ground, then, can it be con-
tended that the recent rise in the prices of
stocks is in any manner connected with im-
proved values! The railroads, for example,
can only prosper when the country is prosper-
ous. When trade and industry are active,
railroads thrive; when both are depressed,
railroads must suffer. The causes which con- |
tribute to ease in the money market are, pro-
perly speaking, reasons for a decline in stocks, |
80 that the advances we are called to chronicle
are the product of specnlation merely, not of
any bona fide appreciation of value.

that it will be read and believed by thousands
who will never see this contradiction. We have
g0 often requested that those who see fit to
cite the Tribune as their authority for any
statement shounld guote our precise words, in-
stead of putting forth as ours what they may
find it convenient to attribute to us, that it

geems useless to renew the demand. Fair
minds do not need it; the other sort wilfully
refuse to heed it.

We do not know that Rebel soldiers were
ever starved or otherwise maltreated ‘while
prisoners of war. As, however, the numbar |
of such Frinom-rs, from first to lnst, probably |
exeeeded two hundred thousand, and they
wers from time to time under the complete |
control of many hundreds of our officers re-
gpectively, it would be all but a miracle if
none of them were ever misused. 8till, we |
do not Fnow that they were, and have not |
asserted it.

What we do know in the premises is, that
the Rebel authorities long since charged our
Government or its agents with unjustifiable
inhumanity to their soldiers whom we held as
prisoners, and that this oharge was put forth
50 circumstantially and responsibly that it is

likely to glide into history if not met and rey
futed.

In the winter of 1864-5, a Joint Committes
of the two Houses was raised by the Confede- |
rate Congress sitting at Richmond, and |
charged with the duty of investigating the
alleged cruelties in the treatment of prisoners
That Committes
proveeded to take testimony (which we have
not seen in detail) and to make a report
thereon, from which (omitting the defensive

“Thisn humane snd constderate usago was not
adopted in the Unlted States hospital on Jolin-
son's Island, where Confederale siock and
wounded oflieers were trented. Colonel J. H
Holman thus testifles:—*Toe Federal anthor.
ties did not furnish to the slck prisoners the
nutriment and other articles whish were pre-
soribed by thelr own surgeons, All they wonld
do was to permit the prisoners b buy the nu.
triment or stimulants needed; and, If they bhad
no money, they conld not get them, I know
vhiw, for T was 1n the hospital glok myself, and I
had to buy, myself, such nrticies ns oggs, mill,
flour, ehlokonk, and butter, afier thelr dootors
hud presoribed them. And [ kuow this was
generally the ense, for we had to get upa fand
samong ourselves for Lthis parposs, 1o ald those
who were not well supplied with money,” This
statement I8 confirmed by the testimony of
Acting Asglsinnt Surgeon John J. Miller, who
wus ut Johnson's Island for more than elght
months, When It Is romembered that soeh artl-
cles ne eggs, ik, and butlér were very scarce
and high-priced in Richmond, and plentiful
and cheap at the North, the contrast thus pre-
senled mny wall put to shame the ‘Sanitary
Commission,” and dissipale the selfcompin-
cency with wh.eh they have boasted of the
superior humanity in the Northern prisons and
hospitals,"

After some further defensive testimony and
logic, the Committes proceeds: —

“Your Commitiee glndly acknowledge that in
many cases our prisoners experienced kind and
considerate trentment; but we nre equully
assured that in pearly all the prison stations of
the North—at Point Lookout, Fort MoHenry,
Fort Delaware, Johnsoo's [sland, Elmira,
Camp Chase, 1.'!““‘! Donglas, Alton, Camp Mor-
Lon, the Ohlo Penltentinry, nod the prisons of
8t Louls, Missourl—onr men have suffered
from insufMioient food, nud have been sabjected
to lgnominious, erunl, and barbarous prace
tioes, of which thers Ix no parallel In any-
thing that bas ocourred in tho South, The wits
nesses who were at Polnt Lookoul, Fort Dola=
ware, Camp Morton, und Camp Douglax, testifv
that Lbey have oflen secn our men pleking ap
the scrups and refose thrown out from Lhe
kitchens, with which to appease thelr hanger.
Dr, Herrlugton proves that at Fort Delnware
unwholesome brend and water produced diar-
rooss in nunberiess cuses among onr prisoners,
aud that ‘thelr sutlurings were uronhy ngETi-
vated by the regulation of the eamp, which for-
bade more than twenly men at w time at night
togo 1o thé sinks. L'have seen as many as five

! hundred men in a row watting thelr turn. The

consiquence wus that they were obliged to use
the plnces where they wers, Tals produced
reat want of cleanliness, and aggravated the
isease’ Our men were compelled to labor in
unlcading Federal vessels and in putting up
bulldings for Federal officers, and, If they re-
fused, were driven to the work with elubs.

“The trealment of Brigadier-General J. H.
Morgan and his officers was brutal and Igno-
minlous in the extreme. It will be found stated
In the depositlons of Captain M. D. Logan,
Lieutenant W, P. Crow, Lieutenant James i,
MeCreary, and Captaln h. A Tracey,that they
were put in the Onlo Penitentiary and com-

elled 1o sabmit w the trentment of fetons.

'Lelr beards were shaved, and thelr balr was
cut cloge 1o the head, They were conflned in
convicis' cells, and forbldden to speak to each
other. For attempting to eseape, and for other
oftenses of & very light oharaoter, they were
subjecied to the borrible punishment of the
dungeon, In mid-winter, with the atmosphere
many degrees below zero, without blankel or
overcoat, they were confloed in a cell, without
fire or light, with & fietld and polsonous alr to
breathe, and here they were kept until
Iifo was nearly extinet, ‘Their condition on
cnmin!; out was #o deplorable as to draw tears
from thelr comrades,

“The blood was oozing from thelr hands and
faces. The tremtment in the St Louls prisons
was equally barbarous, Captain Willilam H
Bebring testifies:—Two of us, A, C. Grimes and
myself, were cearried out iuto the open air in
the prison yard, on the 25th of December, 1503,
and hand-cuffed to a post. Here we were kept
all night In sleet, snow. and cold. We ware te-
lleved in the timae, but again brought to
the post and handoufled to 1t ln the evening—
and thus we were kept all night until the se-
cond of January, 1564, I was badly frost-bitten
paired, This crnel
infliotion was done by order of Captain Byrnes,
Commander of Prisons In St Louls., He was
barbarous and Insulting to the last degree.'

“But even a greater Inhumanity than any we
have mentioned was perpetrated apon our pri-
soners at Camp Douglns and Camp Chase, Tt s
proved by the testimony of Thomas P. Hollo-
way,Jobn P Fennell, H. H. Barlow, ¥, C, Bur-
ton, C. D. Bracken, and J, 8. Barlow, that our
Rtlmm-u in Jarge numbers were pat into ‘con-

emned comps,” where smoall-pox was prevali-
ing, and speedily contract this loathaome
disease, and that s many as forty new ocases
often arp«ared dally nmong them, KEven the
Federal oflicers who guarded them Lo the camp
wotested against thls unpatural atrocity—yet
L was done, The men who contracted thedise
easy were removed ton hospital o mile off, but
the plague was alrendy [(ntroduced, and von-
tinued to prevall, For n period of more than
twelve months the discase was uuualautlf in
the pamp, yet our prisovers durlog all this time
were continually hruu‘elu to it, iund sabjected
Lo certuin Infection, Nelther do we fiod evi-
dences ol amendmsnton the partof our anemlies,
notwithstandin the bouasts of the ‘Sanltary
Commlission ' L Naahville, prisoners recently
captured from Gepoaral Hood's army, even when
slok snd wounded, huve besn eruely geprived of
all nourishment suited to their conMtion; and
other prisoners from the same army have been
carried into Lbe infected Camps Douglas and
Chase. Many of the saldiers of Genernl Hood's
army were frostbliten by being kept day and
night in an exposed conditlon befors they were
pulinto Camp Douglas, Thelr sufferings are
truthfully deploted In the evidence, At Alton
and Camp Morton, the sime Inhuman practioe
of putting our prisoners into oumps fnfected by
small-pox prevailed. It was squivalent o mur-
dering many of them by the torture of & ool
Inglous diseese, The Insufficient rations sl
Camp Morton forecd our men Lo appeass tholr
hunger by pounding up and bmlrng bones,
ploking up seraps of meat and tabbuge from
the hospital slop-tubs, and even eatlng rats and
dogs, The depositions of William Ayres and
J, Chinmbers Brent prove these privations,

“The pupishments often inflioied on our men
forslight offonses bave been shamefal snd bar-
barous., They have been compelled to ride n
]rlm.k‘ only four inclies wide, called ‘Morgan's

torke’ 1o sit down with thelr naked bodles In
the mumrm;algn orlnu'.mn mloutes, and rr}we

€h wubjee 10 the ignominy of siripes from
the belis of thelr guards, " - :

~—Theso inoulpations, we have seen, wore
publicly made, imore than two years ago, in
the report of & joint committes : they are
professadly based on sworn testimony, in good
part quoted therein ; and they have thus far
received no specifle vontradiclion.

The United States and Mexlco,
Fyem the World,

It is to be hoped that no premature light.
ning will result from the present olash of two
extremes of puablic sentiment in regard to
Mexican affairs, The ingenions schemes of
radicals in Congress to entangle this country
in o league with the Juareaz Government, and
the ellorts of parties elsewhere to organize a
filibustering expedition across the Mexican
border, are alike unnecessary and injudicious,
The end to be attained for the benefit of the

United States, and individual American inte-
rests in Mexico, will be best subserved, now,
by a little dignifled reserve.

In the first place, the so-called Juarez or
Liberal Government of Mexico is, and has been
ever sinee the year 1865, acting by the merely
nomingl gonsent of the people, to supply an
emergoncy that existed during the war. It
has never been ratified by a popular vote; and
there are too many rival aspirants for the
Presidential office in the Liberal party alone—
setting aside the pretensions of the leaders of
several thousands of Mexicans who are still
bearing arms against the sham Liberal Govern-
ment—as to render it gquestionable whether it
will be so ratified. The house of Mexico fs
still divided, and sub-divided against itself.
There is, in its present anarchical condition,
no deflnite assurance that a stable government,
recoghized and obeyed by the people, and
authorized to treat for the peopls as a united
pation, exists in Mexico.

In the second place, the passions of the ma-
Jjority in the country, who have opposed the
attempted empire and the Church party, ave
at present so aroused against all foreign inter-
vention, or even sympathy, as to have already
sanctioned the most opprobrious measures to-
wards Americans, and the most contemptuous
expressions towards the United States Govern-
ment. At this moment of trinmph the recol-
leotion of the previous course of Secretary
Seward touches at once an affected Castilian
pride, and, provokes a savage and unreasoning
animosity"in the hearts of & rabble which,
having sufel,g bid deflance to the European
monarchies by spilling the blood of prinee,
believes itself quite able to defy a republio
whose boasted power and prestige the history
of the last three years has naturally taught it
to distrust,

To express gympathy with a Government of
such uncertain and illegal tenure, or with a
people whose purposes are 8o inconstant that
no one can know whether they have esvaped
the rule of a foreigner to obtain consolidatad
liberty, or to plunge anew into useless war-
fare among themselves, would be a gratai-
tons mockery. To hasten an offer of assist-
ance to, or & hint of alliance with, Mexico
under these circumstances, wonld be to de-

radé us as a power and a people. To emigrate
na hostile manper into the territory of a
opulation which has shown itself to ba so bar-
arons and unmanageable, would be, for
those who should attempt it, to court inces-
sant turmoil, defeat, disgrace, or a death as
ignoble as that dealt to Lopez, Clay, and Maxi-
wilian.

The ultimate faot is that we can wall afford,
for the present, 10 let Mexico entirely alone.
Charity and humanitarianism begin at home,
The United States Government will be more
imposing a8 & missionary abroad when it has
shown itsell capable of ministering to and
healing exasting evils within its own bounda-
ries. The Mexicans disdain our influence; lat
us see how long they can do without it. Thay
talk independently at this crisis, but they are
bankrupt and needy. Where are they to get
aid?! Not from Europe, certainly, after what
hus oceurred, and surely not from aet:‘v
South American State, They are threatened,
too, with further complications with Euro-
pean powers. Difficuities are certain to
thicken around them, and the blind,
insulting course which they have always
pursued in their diplomacy will probably
hasten another orisis. We have thus a pros-
pect of being sued for the very sympathy and
assistance that, if offered now, might be thrust
back in cur teeth with gcorn. We shall then
have an opportunity to iotervene in Mexican
atlairs to some purpose. We shall then be in
a position to demand rights for the United
Btates Liovernment, and seourity for American
gitizens and their interests in Mexico, in
exchange for loans and an alliance that the
Mexicau people will at last be forced to accept.
We shall then have taken, in & manner baflt-
ting our dignity as a pation, the firét inevita-
ble step towards the establishment of a pro-
tectorate, which, by enabling us to infuse a
leaven of American industry and enterprise
fnto & country whose soil hungers and thirsts
for both, will finally give us the control of that
couutry unquestioned and entire,
